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Florizar, the winner of the Tennessee Derby, 
is an interesting example of the so-called iron 
horse. Last year, when a two-year-old, he ran 
in fifty-three races, of which he won six, was 
second in eight and third in thirteen and was 
twenty-six times unplaced, truly anything but a 
brilliant record for a future Derby winner. 
According to generally accepted views so much 
racing should have ended Florizar’s usefulness 
as a race horse, but he stands out as a sturdy 
exception to the rule. Already this year he has 
started in twelve races, of which he has landed 
two, been second in two and third in five and 
unplaced in but three. Apparently he improves 
with age, travel and racing. His ability to run 
well in mud gave him the rich Tennessee Derby, 
for F. W. Erode would no doubt have won on a 
dry, hard track, but Florizar is probably a bet- 
ter horse than he has been given credit for being. 
His rugged constitution that enables him to 
run so often and on fast or dry tracks, points 
out his sire. Florist, as a valuable stallion. In 
the case of Flora Louise, Florist had already 
shown his ability to sire extreme sprinting 
speed before Florizar came along as a remark- 
able example of stub and twist endurance and 
staying capacity. .

The Derby, Himyar, Oaks and Turf Congress 
Stakes, in the above list, are among the most 
valuable and richest events in the west. The 
Derby will be worth $6,000 to the winner, while 
the Himyar and Oaks will each be worth about 
$.'>,000 to the winner. The Turf Congress Stakes 
will be worth $3,000 to the winning horse.— Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Tribune.
